And again 
in the Spanish war we find the same evil ram- 
pant. It is to the everlasting credit of Mr. Wilson 
and of his secrétary of war, Mr. Baker, and in our 
state of Governor Lowden, that they have heeded 
the tragic lesson of the past in this matter and 
‘have determined that efficiency should be the test. 
_ he usual pressure has appeared. Already we 
hear of application for admission to the army of 
recently formed militia regiments. This means 
that men who have not taken the prescribed train- | 
ing or are necessarily in any way qualified are 
seeking commissions in the army at the expense 
of their men. We do not think they will succeed 
and we hope also that the process of weeding out 
officers already commissioned will go on without 
fear or favor. We owe that to our soldiers and 
to our cause. 
- As to the case to which we have referred, Col. 
Moriarty has not yet been tried and may not be 
retired. But it is important for the public to 
understand that retirement even if enforced by 
formal trial does not necessarily reflect any civil 
or even military discredit upon the retired. Age, 
- defects of training, conditions of health, or qual- 
ities of temperament and character honorable or 
useful in the civilian may unfit an officer for com- 
mand in the fiercely exacting and novel conditions 
of this war. Not only Col. Moriarty but many 
other guardsmen who may have to be retired be- 
fore their regiments depart for the front have 
given years of-service to the public defense and 
deserve our thanks for that, though deprived now 
of proving again their patriotism against an oy 
in the field. 

We have placed at the head of this and’ other 
editorials a list of chief objects to be sought by | 
America at war. Fourth in the list, in order fixed 
-on the basis of time if not of importance, is a 
modern army. One of the chief characteristics and 
essentials of a modern army is a high order of 
efficiency in officers. All races of men are brave. 
It is not too much to say that it is the officers 
that make the army. Our American traditions 
have been bad. We must see to it in this, the 
greatest test of our military history, that these 
traditions are repudiated. Incompetency is mur- 
der. Worse than that, it is defeat. Efficiency, the 
highest we can attain, must be the only test.

Men doing 
moderate manual labor did 15 per’ cent 
more work at the lower temperature.
